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Evangel Subscriptions Increase 
3,940 In Five Months 





One state has an increase of 1,446, or 
three more than any one state had as a 
total last year. 

These figures are very encouraging 
and gratifying. Our records further show 
that twenty-nine of the states have made 
an increase in subscriptions since last 
year’s count and that eight of these show 
an increase of more than 50 per cent. 
One of the smaller states shows an in- 
crease over last year of over 1100 per 
cent. 

But as gratifying as this seems to be, 
there are ten states which show up on 
the minus side of the ledger. Out of 
eight states in Class A three are in the 
minus column with a 224 decrease from 
last year. In the Class B states, out of 
nine only one shows up in the minus col- 
umn and has a decrease of eight sub- 
scriptions. The Class C group is the larg- 
est of all the groups, with twenty-nine 
churches. Six of these show a decrease of 
thirty-four subscriptions. 


SOMEBODY HAS BEEN WORKING 


On the whole this is a wonderful re- 
port and shows that somebody has been 
working. Subscriptions do not get them- 
selves. It takes work to get them, But 
work is not hard when one realizes that 
there is a real accomplishment in the 
work. In this kind of work the cause 
served is a trifle one. First, we are serv- 
ing God and His Church by spreading 
the gospel of salvation. Second, since we 
are members of Christ and are mutual 
beneficiaries of His blessings, we are 
serving ourselves. Third, we are serving 
the people: the lost in getting to them 
the message of salvation, and the Chris- 
tians in providing spiritual food for 
their growth and maturity. 

ONLY SIX MORE MONTHS 


And that is the way the year is slip- 
ping by. Last year we counted subscrip- 
tions on the 31st of July so as to have all 
check-ups completed for the Assembly. 
We will use the same date this year, 
which will give us a full twelve-month 
year. Taking a retrospective view, we 
should have greater interest, energy, and 
determination in the campaign for sub- 
scriptions to the Evangel than ever be- 
fore and be able to make these remaining 
six months of the year more successful 
than the first six. 


20,000 SUBSCRIPTIONS 
It will take an increase of 3,242 be- 


tween now and July 31 for us to go over 
the 20,000 mark. There will be many 
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expirations between now and then, which 
must be rewritten or more gotten to take 
their place. With cooperative determina- 
tion we can do the job. Let us go to the 
Assembly with 20,000 subscribers to the 
Evangel.

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MUCH has been said by sermon and conversa- 
tion regarding the peculiarity of Christians. 
Three times in the Bible God made reference to 
Israel as a peculiar treasure and once as a peculiar people. In 
Titus 2:14 it is said of Christ, ““Who gave himself for us, that 
he might redeem us from all 
iniquity, and purify unto him- 
self a peculiar people, zealous of 
good works.” Just like many 
other words, the word “peculiar” 
carries different definitions in 
different settings. Perhaps in the 
better sense of speaking the word 
“peculiar” means “one’s own,” 
signifying an exclusive claim. The 
Jews were so called because they 
were believed to be God’s own 
and chosen people, separated from 
other nations. The common ac- 
cepted definitions “odd,” 
“strange,” or “unusual” could 
possibly also be applied to that 
which has been chosen as being 
distinct or separated from all 
others. The word is not within 
itself as strong as eccentric though the word “eccentric” has also 
been applied to many Christian people. It is not applied, how- 
ever, only to Christians as there are those who have made no 
pretense of Christianity or the Christian religion who were 
filled with eccentricity. Such has especially been true of 
scientists and inventors. 


The word “eccentric” carries with it the meaning of “off 
center.” On the steam engine it is the off center bearing which 
is very beneficial in its performance. Thus the word “eccen- 
tric” would mean “abnormal,” and in one sense of the word 
can be applied to the Christian for he is not in line with the 
normal procedure of worldly things. He is off center with the 
world. But there is danger of becoming too infatuated with 
peculiarities and eccentricities for there is, just the other side 
of the off center, that which is known as the crank and in be- 
coming too far off center a development is likely. It has been 
said that the beautiful stage of all fruit is the stage of ripe- 
ness, but that there is a development just the other side of 
ripeness that they call “rotten.” When the child of God is 
fully given up to God and God’s Spirit, there is a development 
which throws him off center with the world, and it is the 
beautiful stage of Christian ripeness that results from a com-

plete consecration. But on the other side of that is a stage 
known as “fanaticism” where one fails to be just eccentric and 
develops rather into that stage which makes him not only off 
center with the world but also off center with God’s Word, 
and the Spirit of God and the Word of God must agree. The 
child of God should see to it that he remains “God’s own” 
and does not become subject to any foreign spirit.

THERE has been some discussion pro and con 
on the question of the use of tithe envelopes 
for the paying of that which belongs to God. 
Objection to one placing his name on that which has been set 
aside has been that the teaching of the Bible regarding giving 
was to “not sound a trumpet” or “not let the right hand know 
what the left hand doeth,” etc., but it must be distinctly un- 
derstood that when one pays tithes it is not giving. It is a mat- 
ter of paying that which belongs to God and when debts are 
paid it is only a matter of good business that records be kept. 
If the church clerk is a good business man for God and His 
Church, he will keep a careful record of all tithes that are paid 
in and of those who pay them, as far as he is able to from the 
records presented to him; and when those who pay tithes place 
them in a tithe envelope with their name and address on it, 
it is just as easy for the clerk of the church to keep a com- 
plete record as it is for the bookkeeper at the grocery store, 
hardware store, or the furniture store. If such a record is kept, 
the fact of payment will be just as easily established as at any 
other place where we make them. 

God asks for 10 per cent of all 
of our income. The Government 
allows us a payment of 15 per 
cent for the upkeep of the 
Church, which would make an 
increase of § per cent above the 
tithes for church expenses, build- 
ing funds, etc., but how is the 
Government to know whether or 
not those filing tax returns have 
filed them correctly unless there 
has been a record kept by the 
church of payments which have 
been made to the church? The 
tithing system as outlined by the 
Church of God, is a system of 
beauty. The envelope system is 
one which is thorough and com- 
plete and this system has been 
recommended by the Assembly in regular session and should 
be used in every local church in the way that it was intended 
to be used. In so doing the best results will be obtained and 
records will be so kept that any question at any time regarding 
the payment of tithes of any individual could be quickly set- 
tled and established. 

Some of the greatest of business men have taken God with 
them into their business and we must have God to help 
run our business if it is run successfully. If He helps us, His 
part will be done correctly for He, as a partner, is one who 
never fails in His partnership. Then we, too, as partners must 
be businesslike with God and carry out our part of the contract 
with Him in a business way, taking care of all those business 
regulations which are required of us.

Question: From which one of David's 
sons was Jesus descended?—J. A. P. 

Answer: We are informed by the best 
commentators that the genealogy of 
Christ as recorded by Matthew was given 
to show both the kingly line and the line 
of promise, the line of promise being 
through Abraham and the kingly line 
through David. This comes on down 
through Solomon and other kings, and 
the genealogy applied to Joseph, as is 
plainly shown. Matthew Henry says that 
the genealogy in Luke is not the geneal- 
ogy of Joseph but of Mary and this the 
People’s Bible Encyclopedia agrees to and 
says that Eli was the father-in-law of 
Joseph and the maternal grandfather of 
Christ. Since this was the fleshly line and 
not the legal, as Joseph was supposed to 
be the father of our Lord, the fleshly 
line would be reckoned back to Adam, 
and Luke’s genealogy takes this record 
clear back to Adam while Matthew leaves 
it only from the legal and promise stand- 
point to David and Abraham. 

Question: Was it the Lord or Satan 
who moved David to number Israel?— 
ae 

Answer: This may be answered both 
ways. It is similar to the question, “Who 
killed Christ, the Jews or the Romans?” 
The Jews clamored for His blood but 
they could not crucify Him. They made 
the accusation. The Romans, innocently 
as a court of justice, executed the sent- 
ence. Temptations of wrong come from 
the enemy but these temptations are per- 
mitted by the Lord. Christ was driven 
into the wilderness to be tempted by the 
devil. We are not led into temptation 
but we are brought to it for trial. So in 
this there can be no contradiction. 

Note the first verse of 2 Samuel 24, 
“And again the anger of the Lord was 
kindled against Israel, and he moved 
David against them to say, Go, number 
Israel and Judah.” In all probability the 
way it was done was that in God’s anger 
He sent Satan or allowed Satan to put 
this into David’s heart. In the same way 
He sent a lying spirit into the mouth of 
Ahab’s prophets. 

Ouestion: 
field and why was it called “The Field 
of Blood”?—J. A. P. 

Answer: The two statements concern- 
ing this transaction are not contradic- 
tory. The money obtained by the be- 
trayal of our Lord was used for the pur- 
chase of a potters’ field. The priests were 
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Who bought the potters’ 


the agents who executed the deal, but 
Judas furnished the money. Who buys the 
property, the man who furnishes the 
money or the agent who closes the 
transaction? It can truthfully be said of 
either; so in this transaction. 

Question: Did those with Saul, at his 
conversion, hear a voice? Note Acts 9:7; 
22:9.—J. A. P. 

Answer: It is easy to imagine a con- 
tradiction here, but the three statements, 
including Acts 26:14, should be taken 
together. The men all heard the voice as 
a sound but did not hear the voice as 
articulating the words Saul heard. These 
were meant exclusively for him and were 
heard by him. 

Ouestion: Matt. 27:9, 10, states that 
the purchase of the potters’ field was a 
fulfillment of that which was spoken by 
the provhet Jeremiah. Can you find such 
a prophecy in Jeremiah?—J. A. P. 

Answer: No, we do not find this 
prophecy in Jeremiah. A similar passage 
appears in Zech. 11:12, which is usually 
supposed to be alluded to as only a very 
imperfect likeness. Four explanations sug- 
gest themselves. First, that the evangelist 
unintentionally substituted the name of 
Jeremiah for that of Zechariah. Second, 
that this portion of the book of Zechariah 
was, in the time of Matthew, attributed 
to Jeremiah. Third, that the reference is 
to some passage of Jeremiah which has 
been lost from its place in his book and 


exists only in the evangelist’s. Some 
support is afforded to this view by 
the fact that potters and the _locali- 
ties occupied by them were twice 


alluded to bv Teremiah. Fourth, that it is 
to be regarded as a very old copyist er- 
ror of a more ancient date than any of 
the critical helns that have come down to 
us.—Luther’s Commentary on Zech. 1: 
5-8. 

Ouestion: We read in 2 Sam. 6:23, 
“Therefore Michal the dauchter of Saul 
had no child unto the day of her death.” 
In 2 Sam. 21:7 there is mentioned five 
sons of Michal the daughter of Saul. 
W'll you kindly explain?—J. A. P. 

Answer: A full understanding of the 
relations of David and Michal will re- 
veal that their married life was a hectic 
one. Because Michal helped David to es- 
cape from Saul in his anger, Michal was 
given to another man in marriage, and 
remained his wife for sometime. After 
David had reclaimed her, she became an- 


gry with him on account of his dancing 
before the ark and there was a rift be- 
tween them. Perhaps here marriage rela- 
tions were broken off. It could mean 
that, since this was the case, from this 
time on Michal had no child until the 
day of her death, or that she had 
no child by David. Perhaps the five sons 
were by the other husband. 


Question: Was Jehoichin eight or 
eighteen when he began to reign?— 
jf. A, PP. 


Answer: Quite a bit of history is giv- 
en of Jehoichim the father of Jehoichin, 
but little is known of Jehoichin. It seems 
that Jehoichin’s reign lasted but three 
months. The two records made were by 
different historians and it is too late 
after these centuries to tell just where 
the mistake of either could have been 
made. However, the matter of whether 
Jehoichin was eight or eighteen is not at 
all essential to history or the plan of sal- 
vation.

plete consecration. But on the other side of that is a stage 
known as “fanaticism” where one fails to be just eccentric and 
develops rather into that stage which makes him not only off 
center with the world but also off center with God’s Word, 
and the Spirit of God and the Word of God must agree. The 
child of God should see to it that he remains “God’s own” 
and does not become subject to any foreign spirit.

THERE has been some discussion pro and con 
on the question of the use of tithe envelopes 
for the paying of that which belongs to God. 
Objection to one placing his name on that which has been set 
aside has been that the teaching of the Bible regarding giving 
was to “not sound a trumpet” or “not let the right hand know 
what the left hand doeth,” etc., but it must be distinctly un- 
derstood that when one pays tithes it is not giving. It is a mat- 
ter of paying that which belongs to God and when debts are 
paid it is only a matter of good business that records be kept. 
If the church clerk is a good business man for God and His 
Church, he will keep a careful record of all tithes that are paid 
in and of those who pay them, as far as he is able to from the 
records presented to him; and when those who pay tithes place 
thém in a tithe envelope with their name and address on it, 
it is just as easy for the clerk of the church to keep a com- 
plete record as it is for the bookkeeper at the grocery store, 
hardware store, or the furniture store. If such a record is kept, 
the fact of payment will be just as easily established as at any 
other place where we make them. 

God asks for 10 per cent of all 
of our income. The Government 
allows us a payment of 15 per 
cent for the upkeep of the 
Church, which would make an 
increase of 5 per cent above the 
tithes for church expenses, build- 
ing funds, etc., but how is the 
Government to know whether or 
not those filing tax returns have 
filed them correctly unless there 
has been a record kept by the 
church of payments which have 
been made to the church? The 
tithing system as outlined by the 
Church of God, is a system of 
beauty. The envelope system is 
one which is thorough and com- 
plete and this system has been 
recommended by the Assembly in regular session and should 
be used in every local church in the way that it was intended 
to be used. In so doing the best results will be obtained and 
records will be so kept that any question at any time regarding 
the payment of tithes of any individual could be quickly set- 
tled and established. 

Some of the greatest of business men have taken God with 
them into their business and we must have God to help 
run our business if it is run successfully. If He helps us, His 
part will be done correctly for He, as a partner, is one who 
never fails in His partnership. Then we, too, as partners must 
be businesslike with God and carry out our part of the contract 
with Him in a business way, taking care of all those business 
regulations which are required of us.

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Question: From which one of David's 
sons was Jesus descended?—J. A. P. 

Answer: We are informed by the best 
commentators that the genealogy of 
Christ as recorded by Matthew was given 
to show both the kingly line and the line 
of promise, the line of promise being 
through Abraham and the kingly line 
through David. This comes on down 
through Solomon and other kings, and 
the genealogy applied to Joseph, as is 
plainly shown. Matthew Henry says that 
the genealogy in Luke is not the geneal- 
ogy of Joseph but of Mary and this the 
People’s Bible Encyclopedia agrees to and 
says that Eli was the father-in-law of 
Joseph and the maternal grandfather of 
Christ. Since this was the fleshly line and 
not the legal, as Joseph was supposed to 
be the father of our Lord, the fleshly 
line would be reckoned back to Adam, 
and Luke’s genealogy takes this record 
clear back to Adam while Matthew leaves 
it only from the legal and promise stand- 
point to David and Abraham. 

Question: Was it the Lord or Satan 
who moved David to number Israel?— 
r A. %. 

Answer: This may be answered both 
ways. It is similar to the question, “Who 
killed Christ, the Jews or the Romans?” 
The Jews clamored for His blood but 
they could not crucify Him. They made 
the accusation. The Romans, innocently 
as a court of justice, executed the sent- 
ence. Temptations of wrong come from 
the enemy but these temptations are per- 
mitted by the Lord. Christ was driven 
into the wilderness to be tempted by the 
devil. We are not led into temptation 
but we are brought to it for trial. So in 
this there can be no contradiction. 

Note the first verse of 2 Samuel 24, 
“And again the anger of the Lord was 
kindled against Israel, and he moved 
David against them to say, Go, number 
Israel and Judah.” In all probability the 
way it was done was that in God’s anger 
He sent Satan or allowed Satan to put 
this into David’s heart. In the same way 
He sent a lying spirit into the mouth of 
Ahab’s prophets. 

Ouestion: Who bought the potters’ 
field and why was it called ‘The Field 
of Blood”?—J. A. P. 

Answer: The two statements concern- 
ing this transaction are not contradic- 
tory. The money obtained by the be- 
trayal of our Lord was used for the pur- 
chase of a potters’ field. The priests were 
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the agents who executed the deal, but 
Judas furnished the money. Who buys the 
property, the man who furnishes the 
money or the agent who closes the 
transaction? It can truthfully be said of 
either; so in this transaction. 

Question: Did those with Saul, at his 
conversion, hear a voice? Note Acts 9:7; 
22:9.—J. A. P. 

Answer: It is easy to imagine a con- 
tradiction here, but the three statements, 
including Acts 26:14, should be taken 
together. The men all heard the voice as 
a sound but did not hear the voice as 
articulating the words Saul heard. These 
were meant exclusively for him and were 
heard by him. 

Onestion: Matt. 27:9, 10, states that 
the purchase of the potters’ field was a 
fulfillment of that which was spoken by 
the pronhet Jeremiah. Can you find such 
a prophecy in Jeremiah?—J. A. P. 

Answer: No, we do not find this 
prophecy in Jeremiah. A similar passage 
appears in Zech. 11:12, which is usually 
supposed to be alluded to as only a very 
imperfect likeness. Four explanations sug- 
gest themselves. First, that the evangelist 
unintentionally substituted the name of 
Jeremiah for that of Zechariah. Second, 
that this portion of the book of Zechariah 
was, in the time of Matthew, attributed 
to Jeremiah. Third, that the reference is 
to some passage of Jeremiah which has 
been lost from its place in his book and 
exists only in the evangelist’s. Some 
support is afforded to this view by 
the fact that potters and_ the _locali- 
ties occupied by them were twice 
alluded to bv Teremiah. Fourth, that it is 
to be regarded as a very old copyist er- 
ror of a more ancient date than any of 
the critical helns that have come down to 
us.—Luther’s Commentary on Zech. 1: 
5-8. 

Ouestion: We read in 2 Sam. 6:23, 
“Therefore Michal the daughter of Saul 
had no child unto the day of her death.” 
In 2 Sam. 21:7 there is mentioned five 
sons of Michal the daughter of Saul. 
Will you kindlv explain?—J. A. P. 

Answer: A full understanding of the 
relations of David and Michal will re- 
veal that their married life was a hectic 
one. Because Michal helped David to es- 
cape from Saul in his anger, Michal was 
given to another man in marriage, and 
remained his wife for sometime. After 
David had reclaimed her, she became an- 


gry with him on account of his dancing 
before the ark and there was a rift be- 
tween them. Perhaps here marriage rela- 
tions were broken off. It could mean 
that, since this was the case, from this 
time on Michal had no child until the 
day of her death, or that she had 
no child by David. Perhaps the five sons 
were by the other husband. 


Question: Was Jehoichin eight or 
eighteen when he began to reign?— 
J. A. P. 


Answer: Quite a bit of history is giv- 
en of Jehoichim the father of Jehoichin, 
but little is known of Jehoichin. It seems 
that Jehoichin’s reign lasted but three 
months. The two records made were by 
different historians and it is too late 
after these centuries to tell just where 
the mistake of either could have been 
made. However, the matter of whether 
Jehoichin was eight or eighteen is not at 
all essential to history or the plan of sal- 
vation.

Guatemala 
Missions 


This article, written from the Hotel 
Florida in Guatemala City, Guatemala, is 
the fourth in a series of writings since we 
started our last Central and South Amer- 
ican mission tour and we should neces- 
sarily be brief. On arriving in Totonica- 
pan, we were received by Rev. and Mrs. 
C. T. Furman, our missionaries, who took 
us on a tour of the work in Guatemala 
and El Salvador. We have been travelling 
in the mission car and now I am waiting 
for a plane that will take me to Panama, 
D. V., since no boat service was available 
on account of the war. 

We have received a royal welcome so 
far, with kindly reception from the low- 
est to the highest among these hospitable 
people. It was none other than General 
Jorge Ubico, President of the Republic 
of Guatemala, who wrote us eight years 
ago, granting passport facilities for en- 
tering the country at a time when the 
door to this mission field was practically 
closed to new missionaries. On my return 
from El Salvador, the postmaster sent for 
me, saying he wanted to personally de- 
liver a registered letter from the Pres- 
ident. Mr. Ubico wrote again, welcoming 
me to Guatemala and wishing me con- 
tinued happiness and good fortune on my 
trip. This letter, together with the one 
received from the U. S. Department of 
State on reference from President Roose- 
velt, will help me very much in avoiding 
red tape as far as immigration restrictions 
are concerned. 

President Ubico is a noble statesman 
and soldier, who has befriended Christian 
missions and has allied himself on the side 
of the great democracies in their fight 
for freedom. As an example of the solid- 
arity, Mr. Ubico called his lawmakers 
together and delivered a short message 
that brought about a declaration of war 
against the Axis powers a few hours after 
the United States was compelled to take 
similar action. 

I am sending a picture of General 
Ubico mounted on his war-horse,  to- 
gether with photos of our missionary 
“general” and his wife, Brother and Sister 
Furman, and hope that our esteemed 
Editor and Publisher, Rev. E. L. Sim- 
mons, may see fit to run them in the 
paper. 

The Pentecostal work in Guatemala 
was first started by Rev. and Mrs. C. A. 
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Hynes, ex-Christian and Missionary Al- 
liance preachers, about twenty-eight years 
ago. Other missionaries joined in the work 
as time went on, but the Holy Spirit was 
not poured out in its fulness until about 
twenty years later, or to be more exact, 
the first general outpouring of the Holy 
Ghost occured in the large Indian town 
of Totonicapan on April 13, 1932. Dur- 
ing the preceding years the work was 
carried on by different societies, including 
the Primitive Methodist Mission, but 
when the Spirit began to fall, the people, 
most of them, took a stand for ‘‘Pente- 
cost” and later joined the Church of God. 


Brother and Sister Furman gave up the 
work here for a time and left for South 
America where they spent three years 
among the semi-savage tribes of Ecuador. 
During that time they were cut off from 
civilization except by letter, receiving 
mail once a month by Indian runners, it 
normally taking forty days to make the 
trip on foot. However, the Lord seemed 
to have them in mind for the work in 
Guatemala and so they returned. 


Today we have one of the largest mis- 
sion works in the Republic as affects 
other missions in general, and by far the 
largest among three Pentecostal groups. 
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Rev. and Mrs. C. T. Furman, 
missionaries to Guatemala 
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Our work is growing and we can not 
fill all the calls. We can’t understand it, 
the people run after us wanting to join 
the Church of God, preferring our move- 
ment to the society of others. After all, 
it is explained in two words—‘God’s 
leading,” and we can’t very well turn 
the folk away when they insist on joining 
our fellowship. 


The National Church of Guatemala, 
with other branches, has united with the 
Church of God, and several other groups 
are asking for fellowship. Pray that God 
will work it all out in a way that will 
be most pleasing to Him. 


Since returning to Guatemala, I have 
met Rev. Jose Bonilla whom I met before 
in Barranquilla, Columbia, S. A., during 
my first Latin-American tour in 1935. 
At that time this brother did not have 
the baptism of the Holy Ghost but he 
has received the blessing since and wants

“With Signs Following” 


“With Signs Following” or “The Story 
of the Pentecostal Revival in the Twen- 
tieth Century,” is the title of a book of 
twenty-four chapters and 279 pages, 
written by Rev. Stanley Howard Frod- 
sham, in which he gives a very complete 
yet concise report of the latter rain re- 
vival. 

Beginning with the spiritual hunger 
that seemed to be prevalent among the 
Christians in all parts of the world at the 
beginning of this century, he gives the 
account of the latter rain outpouring in 
the home land in the first five chapters 
of his book. 

In the next sixteen chapters he gives 
a glowing history of the Pentecostal re- 
vival in Canada, the British Isles, Nor- 
way, Denmark, Sweden, France, various 
European lands, India and Ceylon, China, 
and Egypt, with a glimpse of the work 
in South Africa, the great outpouring in 
central and West Africa, Chile, South 
America, Venezuela, among the Latin 
Americans, the work in Central Ameri- 
ca, and the isles of the sea. 

In chapter twenty-two, “A Sign to 
Them That Believe Not,” he uses twen- 
ty-three pages telling of the modern 
miracles of tongues, in which he gives 
numbers of instances in which God has 
used those who knew no language save 
their mother tongue, yet when they re- 
ceived the Holy Spirit they spoke in dif- 
ferent languages and convinced the un- 
believer. 

In chapter twenty-three, “Pentecostal 
Outpourings in History,” the writer 
gives numbers of historical accounts of 
the working of the Holy Spirit down 
through the centuries, beginning with 
Irenaeus who lived from 115 to 202 A. 
D., and closing with a brief account of 
the revival the Lord gave in Oslo, Nor- 
way, in 1899. 

In the closing chapter, “Is This a 
Scriptural Revival?” the question is well 
answered by numbers of scriptures in 
which the writer proves to the satisfac- 
tion of all Bible lovers that the THIS 
of today known as Pentecost, is truly the 
THAT of yesterday which was spoken 
by the Prophet Joel.

in righteousness, mighty to save.” 

THE PURPOSE OF GOD IS UN- 
FOLDING EVERY HOUR. This Christ 
of whom I am preaching was born and 
placed in a manger. He lived thirty years 
and then began His ministry, and for 
three years He preached, and lived what 
He preached. Then He went to Calvary, 
and I can see Him there, hanging on that 
middle cross. It seems to me that I can 
hear hell holding a jubilee, but just about 
the time they think, as they achieved 
victory over the first Adam now the 
second Adam is dead and they have vic- 
tory again, the second Adam comes forth 
a Conqueror, bearing in His hand the 
scepter that the grim monarch Death 
had held as he sat on his throne of skull 
and reigned from Adam to Moses, and 
from Moses to Jesus. 

But, thank God, since that hour, not 
only Paul the apostle, but every child 
of God can say, ““O death, where is thy 
sting? O grave where is thy victory?” 

There were some men who saw Christ 
in His human body; they saw Him on the 
cross; they saw Him put away in the 
sepulchre; they saw Him after He came 
forth, and now having seen Him and 
knowing that there was such a resur- 
rected Christ, they are eager to go forth 
and preach a truth that they were eye 
witnesses of. 

But listen! the Master has a message 
for them that must be complied with 
before they attempt to go forth and 
preach. It is this, “Tarry ye in Jerusa- 
lem until ye be endued with power from 
on high.” This is the great need of every 
one who would preach, teach, or work 
for God, to tarry until endued with pow- 
er from the Holy Ghost. 

The disciples were afraid and full of 
fear after their Lord was taken from 
them and was crucified. But there be- 
hind a locked door in the upper room the 
120 disciples tarried until suddenly the 
Holy Ghost came upon them, and then 
try as you would you could not keep 
them in that room. They unlocked the 
door, hurried down the stairs, got out 
on the street, and preached, ““The Christ 
whom ye crucified is the Messiah, is the 
Son of God.” “He is mighty to save and 
whosoever will may come and be saved.”

He had heard 
from Heaven, and had the assurance that 
he would live until the Lord’s Christ 
should come, and so every morning he 
went to the meeting. 

It is a bad thing to miss the meeting, 
for Christ may come while you are away. 
But he went morning after morning with 
a wistful look in his face, yet with hope 
gleaming out of his eyes; and one morn- 
ing he went and saw the baby in the 
mother’s arms and he knew it was the 
Christ, the promised Messiah. He took 
the child up in his arms and said, “Now 
Lord, lettest thou thy servant depart in 
peace, for mine eyes have seen thy sal- 
vation.” 


Oh yes, he knew when Jesus came, and 
you and I may know too. The wise men 
saw His star away off in the East, and 
followed it until it stopped over the 
manger; then they brought their gifts 
of frankincense, myrrh and gold, and 
laid them at His feet.
